necessary to say all the calls each time you 
speak. 

Immediately acknowledge a breaker - 
Whats the best way to get in: 
1) say your call sign once 
2) if an emergency: say your call once and 
the word emergency once - then wait to be 
acknowledged.

When it comes to interference problems, there 
is a simple device that most North American 

ams have overlooked. Thanks to our friends 
.n the U.K., we have recently become aware 
of the useof ferrite rings which do a lotof neat 
things to reduce interference. 


There is no doubt that the ferrite core is the 
most useful device available toamateurs in the 
never ending battle against breakthrough (inter- 
ference hereis breakthrough there). You might 
even call it a breakthrough on breakthrough. 

A big advantage in using these ferrite dough-~ 
nuts is that in the majority of cases, the leads 
to be filtered donot have to be cut and the 
filters are used external to the equipment 
effected. They are easily removed and the re- 
sale value of the equipment remains the same. 


This device is wideband and is equally suit- 
able for use on UHF, VHF, TV or Radio, HiFi 
AC line of filters, etc. 

Most casesof interference to stereo systems 
can be traced to long unshielded speaker leads. 
Up to now, we have recommended shielded 
wire as the cure. A few turns of the unshield- 
ed leads around a ferrite ring (Amidon, Phillip 
or Mullard FX 1588) will do the job. Usually 8 
to 10 turns is enough, but neither the number
